The  growth  of  the  cychng  trade,  and 
other  imUislries  ill  whicli  rubber  is  used, 
has  caused  a  great  increase  iu  the  de- 
mand for  rubber.     That  the  price  has 
not  correspondingly  increased  is  cliiefly 
due  to  the  discovery  in  West  Africa  of 
a   new    rulilicr-yielding    tree,    Kkkxia 
a/ricam.    Tlie  collection  of  rubber  from 
wild   trees  is  carried  on  in  a  reckless 
way,  and  the  trees  are  being  gradually 
extenninated.     The    rubber    collectors 
have  thus  to  go  further  and  further  in- 
land every  year  for  their  supplies,  and 
i  the  cost  of  the  rubber  is  thus  increased 
by  the  difliculties  of  Iraiusport.    There 
seen-.s    therefm-e  a   likelihood    that    the 
planting  of  the  best  kinds  of   rubber 
may  prove  a  profit.able  industry.

"There  are  many  trees  which  yield 
rubber  in  iliffereiit  parts  of  the  world. 
Most  of  them,  however,  are  unsuited 
for  cultivalion  for  various  reasons:  some 
are  climliers  rtH[uiring  large  trees  as 
supixjrt.s.  some  yield  very  httle  rubber 
or  rubber  of  jxior  quality,  and  others  do 
not  vieUl  rubber  until  they  are  tweiUy- 
Bve  or  more  rears  old.  The  chief  kinds 
likely  to  be  useful  in  cultivation  are 
Ceara  rubber  (Manilul  Glaziovii,,  Pa- 
nama ruliher  (Gistlllaa  dasliat).  Para 
rubber  1 //,;,m  bmsilicmis),  and  perhaps 
African  or  Lagos  rubber  {Kickxia  iij'ri- 
aiiui). 

The  cullivation  of  Ceara  rubber  was 
energetically  taken  up  iu  Ceylon  about 
twelve  or  fourteen  years  ago,  but  the 
returns  were  found  unsatisfactory,  al- 
though tlu'  1  hut  grew  very  well  indeed. 
There  are  but  few  trees  now  in  cultiva- 
tion. Pan:,m\  rubber  is  also  .scarce  in 
Cevlon,  and  has  not  given  very  satis- 
factory results.  The  only  important 
rubber  at  the  moment  is  the  Pard  kind, 
which  alone  is  dealt  with  in  the  re- 
mainder of  this  circular.

The  climate  is  re- 
markable "for  its  uniformity  of  teniper- 
ature.  usually  not  exceeding  .S7"F.  _at 
middav,  or  below  74"  at  night.    The 
greatest  heat  recorded  is  95",  and  the 
mean  for  the  year  is  Si".     The  rainfall 
occurs   principally    during   the    inouths 
from  January    to  June,  the    maxlinum 
being  in  April,  when  it  reaches  15  in. 
l-'or  the  remaining  six  months  of  the 
year  very  little  falls,   but  there  are  fine 
ilavs  in  the  wet  season,  and  occasional 
showers  in  the  dry.    The  whole  country 
is  covered  with  dense  moist  forests,  and 
the  >oil  near  the  uumeroiis  and  gigantic 
rivers  is  deep,  heavy,  and  very  fertile. 
During  the  wet  .sea.son  ranch  of  the  low- 
lying  country  neartlie  .Aimuon's  mouths 
is  il,'«»led.  In  the.tri'M  near  Par.a,  visit- 
ed bv  Mr.  Cros.s,  he  found  a  tlat  district 
onlv  three  or  four  feet  above  the  high- 
est'tides,    and    completely   intersected 
with   water-courses   at    low  tide,    filled 
with  a  soft,  rich  mud.    The  forest  here, 
in  which  caoutchouc  collecting  was  vi- 
!  gorously  carried  on,  was  So  or  100  ft. 
i  high  and  very  damp  and  unhealthy,  the 
soil  full  of  moisture  and  very   rich  and 
j  fertile.     The   young    plants,    however, 
I  were  not  often  observed  to  grow  actually

Ion  in  1R76,  when  the  young  plants 
obtained  from  Brazil  at  the  ex|)ense  of 
the  Indian  governnient  were  planted  iu 
Henaratgoda  Garden.

From 
their  seed  other  plantations  have  been 
made  in  the  Botanic  Gardens,  and  al.so 
by  the  forest  department.  A  large  quan- 
tity of  seed  has  been  sold  to  private 
planters  since  1SR6.  There  are  about 
450  trees  in  the  Botanic  Gardens,  pro- 
ducing about  100,000  seeds  per  annum. 

The  number  of  trees  on  private  esta- 
tes in  Ceylon  is  probably  about  200,000, 
of  \'anous  ages  from  one  to  twelve  years. 
This  number  represents  an  area  of  about 
730  acres. 

CI.IMATK. 
From  the  description   of  the  climate 
of  Para  quoted  above,  it  will  at  once  lie 
evident  that  only    the  wet,  low-lying 
country  in  the  south-west  of  Ceylon  is 
suitable  for  the  growth  of  Ilevm.     The 
best  climate  is   probably   that    of   the 
country   Iviug    between    Kalutara   and 
Ratiiapura.     Whilst  the  tree  will  grow 
at  Peradeniya  (elevation  1.576  feet)  it 
suffers  much  from  cold,  and  grows  very 
much    more    slowly    than    in   the  low 
couutrv.    Probably  about  500  ft.  or  600 
feet  will  be  found   to  be  the   maximum 
elevation   for  successful  culture.     The 
tree  is  quite  unsuited  for  cultivation  in 
the  dry  regions  of  the  island, 
son.. 
In  its  iiati\-e  country  //■■;«!  is  a  jun- 
gle tree  u.suallv  growing   in  deep,    rich, 
alluvial  soil  which  is  liable  to  be  flooded 
during  the  wet  seasons.     The  earliest 
plantations  made  in  Ceylon  were  there- 
tore  made  on  low-lving  land  subject  to 
floods.     It  was  found  that  if  the  plants 
were  well  grown  up,  flooding  did  them 
no  harm,  whereas  it  was  fatal  to  seedl- 
ings or  very  voung  plants.     It  would 
seem,    therefore,    that  what   the  plants 
really  require  is  a  damp  soil,  and  this 
has  been  borne  out  by  local  experience. 
The  immense  level  area  of  the  Amazon 
valley  tends  to  prevent   floods  of  any 
great  depth,  whereas  iu  Ceylon  the  val- 
leys are  narrower,  and  the  water  may 
easily  risj  several  feet.     Land  liable  to 
frequent   flooding  should   therefore  be 
avoided. 

Cheiia  land  has  been  tned  at  lt.dan- 
goda,  but  the  result  has  been  unsatis- 
Factory  ;  sandy  soil  also  has  been  found 
unfavorable  to  the  growth  of  Nr.w, 
and  the  tree  also  grows  badly  where  ex- 
p<3sed  to  much  wind. 

It  would  appear  therefore  that  the 
most  suitable  soil  and  situation  for  this 
tree  is  fairlv  flat  land,  at  about  sea  level, 
with  good  alluvial  s;iil.  preferably  jun- 
gle land,  and  not  saiuh-.  The  laud 
.should  not  be  subject  to  frequent  floods 
or  strong  winds. 

The  area  of  laud  in  Ceylon  suitalne 
for  profitable  rubber  cultivation  is  thus 
comparatively  small,  possibly  not  more 
than  10,000  acres,  but,  on  the  other 
hand,  this  cultivation  need  not  interfere 
with  that  of  cocoanuts. 

Cfi.'rn-ATiox. 
y/i:vii  forms  a  'moderately  tall  tree, 
not  verv  much  branched.  It  begins  to 
flower  at  about  six  years  old,  but  for 
planting  purposes  the  seed  of  more 
nature  trees  ( twelve  or  more  years  eld  1 
is  preferable. 

About  February,  iu  Ceylon,  the  lea- 
ves mostly  turn  brown  and  drop  off,  and 
the  flowers  .soon  afterwards  appear, 
Thev  are  followed  by  large  woody 
fruits,  each  containing  three  seeds, 
which  ripen  in  July  and  August.  The 
fruits  open  explosively,  usually  in  the 
hot  part  of  the  day,  and  .scatter  the 
seeds  to  .some  distance.  The  seed  is 
very  large,  weighing  about  half  an 
ounce.  It  has  a  hard  seed  coat,  and 
the  interior  substance  is  very  oily. 

The  seed  soon  loses  its  p.iwer  of  .ger- 
mintition,  and  ought  to  be  sown  within 
a  week  of  its  f.alling  from  the  tree.  If 
it  has  to  be  sent  on  a  voyage  of  more 
than  a  week,  it  should  be  very  carefully 


'vi.leiit  that  'thev   must  freq'ncntly  be    packed  iu  charcoal.     Even  thus,  how- 
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them  in   soil  in   a  Wardiaii  case  and 
allow  them  to  grow  on  the  way. 

The  germination  of  the  seed  is  very 
rapid,  and  a  long  tap  root  is  soon  pro- 
duced. The  seed  should  be  sown  about 
an  inch  deep  in  well  prepared  soil,  in 
nurseries,  or,  if  preferred,  in  bamt>oo 
pots  or  baskets.  They  should  be  kept 
shaded  and  watered,  and  when  the 
young  plants  are  from  i8  in.  to  24  in. 
high  they  may  be  planted  out.  Good 
results  are  also  obtained  by  stumping, 
the  plants  being  allowed  to  grow  nlDOUt 
3  ft.  high,  and  then  taken  up.  and  the 
nuiin  root  cut  across  about  a  foot  below 
the  ground  ;  but  the  method  of  planting 
out  the  smaller  seedlings  in  perhaps  pre- 
ferable. 

The  plant  may  also  be  propogated  by 
cuttings.  The  method  emp]o\el  in  tlie 
Botanic  Gardens  has  usually  b^en  to 
take  cuttings  near  the  ends  of  the  bran- 
ches, but  further  back  than  any  of  the 
leaves.  Each  cutting  is  about  a  foot 
long,  and  as  thick  as  a  lead  pencil,  aiid 
is  cut  off  at  both  ends  by  oblir^ue  cuts 
made  just  below  leaf  scars.  The  cut- 
tings are  planted  in  nurseries  in  wet 
earth.  This  method  is  somewhat  pre- 
carious: sometimes  nearly  all  the  cnt- 
tings  grow,  at  other  times  only  a  sumll 
proportion. 

The  seedlings,  stumps,  or  cuttings 
should  be  planted  out  during  rainy 
weather  in  prepared  places.  Holes 
should  be  dug  as  in  the  case  of  cacao, 
and  filled  witli  good  soil.  A  little  man- 
ure \viU  often  be  advantageous.  The 
young  plants  require  to  be  lightly  shad- 
ed for  a  time  until  they  are  established, 
and  probably  for  the  first  two  or  three 
years  they  will  grow  the  better  for  a 
certain  amount  of  shade,  such  as  would 
be  given  by  narrow  belts  of  trees  run- 
ning through  the  plantation-  These 
belts  should  be  arranged  to  act  as  wind 
belts,  as  the  Hevea  is  easily  injured  by 
wind.  By  the  time  the  trees  are  about 
three  years  old  they  will  have  grown  up 
to  a  height  of  about  25  ft.  or  30  ft.  and 
form  tlieir  own  shade. 

Various  distances  apart  have  been 
tried  in  planting  Hcvca.  The  younger 
plantation  at  Henaratgoda  Garden  lias 
the  trees  planted  12  ft.  apart.  Their 
average  girth  is  now  about  30  in,,  and 
they  require  thinning.  It  will  not  do, 
however  to  conclude  from  this,  as  is 
sometimes  done  that  the  trees  should  be 
originally  planted  more  than  12  ft.  apart. 
On  the  contrary,  the  best  results  have 
been  obtained  by  planting  S  or  10  ft. 
apart  each  way.  The  trees  thus  form 
their  own  shade  and  keep  dow!i  weeds, 
and  a  process  of  natural  selection  of  the 
best  trees  goes  on,  and  the  more  weakly 
and  dwarfed  trees  niay  be  gradually 
thinned  out  in  subsequent  years.  An- 
other advantage  of  clcse  planting  is  that 
the  trees  grow  up  straiglit  without  form- 
ing many  branches  low  down,  and  this 
very  greatly  facilitates  tapping. 

Para  rubber  is  a  surface-feeding  tree, 
and  catch  crops  should  not  therefore  be 
grown  between  tlie  trees,  which  require 
all  the  nourishment  that  the  soil  can 
afford. 

The  young  plants  ^e  greedily  eaten 
by  cattle,  deer,  hares,  and  other  animals, 
and  require  careful  protection  for  about 
eighteen  months,  after  which  time  they 
are  generally  tall  enough  to  require  but 
little  further  protection, 

Weeding  is  also  required  for  the  first 
year  of  two,  but  afterwards  the  trees 
form  a  dense  shade,  under  which  but 
few  weeds  grow. 

The  comparatively  superficial  growtli 
of  the  roots  renders  manuring  easy,  and 
it  would  probably  be  found  advanta- 
geous in  poor  or  sandy  soils, 

RATE  OF  GROWTH. 

The  tree  grows  very  rapidly  in  height. 
The  original  trees,  planted  at  Henarat- 
goda in  1876,  were  abovt  30  ft.  high 
and  t4  in.  in  girth  two  years  later.  In 
18S5  the  largest  tree  was  50  ft.  high 
and  25  in.  in  girth  at  a  yard  from  the 
ground.  The  girth  of  this  largest  tree 
was  taken  annually  after  this,  with  the 
following  results.  It  was  join,  in  1883^ 
36  in  1884,,  43  in  1885,  49  in  1886,  535^ 
in  1S87.  60  in  1888,  65  in  i88g,  692^  in 
1890,  73  in  1891,  and  79^^  in  1893.  The 


girth  of  the  largest  tree  measured  in 
Brazil  by  Mr.  Cross  was  82  in^ 

The  measurements  above  given  are 
thoie  of  the  largest  tree.  More  useful 
data  for  scientific  and  practical  purjioses 
arc  obtained  by  taking  the  mean  girth 
of  all  the  trees  on  a  considerable  area. 
This  was  done  in  January.  1S97,  o"  'he 
plantation  made  at  Hnnaratgoda  in  1876. 
This  now  consists  of  45  trees,  about  50 
feet  apart-  The  girth  was  taken  at  the 
height  of  the  eye.  about  5  feet  6  in. 
above  the  groinid.  The  largest  tree 
\^'as  7  ft.  5  in.  in  girtii.  The  mean 
girth  was  4  ft.  ' ,;  in. 

In  the  plantations  made  by  the  forest 
dejjartment  near  Ratuapura  measure- 
ments were  taken  in  December,  1894, 
of  the  mean  girth  of  trees  at  3  ft-  from 
the  ground,  with  the  following  res- 
ults:—

The  larger  measurements  at  Yatti- 
jx)wa  is  that  of  trees  on  the  western 
slope,  the  smaller  that  of  trees  on  the 
eastern  slope.  The  difference  appears 
to  be  due  to  the  fact  that  the  latter  are 
exposed  to  wind. 

TAPriNG. 
The  yield  of  ru!)ber  from  very  young 
or  slender  trees  is  too  small  to  make 
their  tapping  worth  while,  and  it  is  best 
for  many  reasons  to  abstain  from  tap- 
])ing  a  tree  until  it  has  reached  a  girth 
of  two  feet.  In  a  large  plantation  the 
girth  of  the  trees  always  varies  between 
wide  limits.  A  few  trees  may  be  lit  to 
tap  after  the  sixth  year,  and  in  every 
subsequent  year  more  and  more  trees 
will  reach  the  size  necessary.  In  fa- 
vourable localities  the  bulk  of  the  trees 
should  be  in  bearing  before  the  end  of 
the  eleventh  year.  Tiie  results  of  the 
experiments  hitherto  made  at  Henarat- 
goda go  to  show  that  it  is  inadvisable, 
having  regard  to  the  future,  to  tap  trees 
of  less  than  two  feet  in  girth,  but  it  is 
still  an  open  question  whether  the  mini- 
mum size  of  trees  for  tapping  should 
not  be  fixed  even  higher.  This,  how- 
ever, would,  of  course,  necessitate  lon- 
ger waiting  for  the  return,  as  the  mean 
rate  of  increase  of  girth  in  trees  of  this 
size  is  only  about  three  inches  per 
annum. 

The  methods  of  tapi)ing  and  of  coa- 
gulation of  the  rubber  enipln\ed  by  the 
native  collectors  in  Brazil  and  elsewhere 
are  rough,  wasteful,  and  inethcient, 
and  there  is  great  room  for  improve- 
ment, lixperiments  are  being  made  at 
Henaratgoda  to  test  methods  of  tapping 
and  coagulation,  and  their  results  will 
form  the  subject  of  a  subsequent  cir- 
cular. At  present  we  shall  only  des- 
cribe tlie  method  which  has  been  em- 
ployed for  some  years  in  the  tapping 
carried  on  at  Henaratgoda. 

The  requisites  for  the  work  are  a 
Y\-\\\.  chisel,  a  wooden  mallet,  a  num- 
i>er  of  clean  cocoanut  shells  each  cut  in 
two  so  as  to  form  small  basins,  a  knife, 
and  a  supply  of  clay  and  water  with 
which  to  form  the  gutters  round  the 
trees. 

The  tree  is  first  carefully  and  lightly 
sha\'ed  with  the  knife  from  a  height  of 
about  6  ft.  down  to  the  ground,  so  as  to 
form  a  perfectly  smooth  surface.  Only 
the  ontcrmo.st  layers  of  the  hark  must 
be  removed  in  this  process,  otherwise 
the  tree  will  t>e  injured.  When  the 
.shaving  is  completed,  t!ie  tree  may  be 
polished  bj'  hand,  or  carefully  brushed. 
The  great  object  in  view  is  to  obtain  a 
smooth  and  clean  surface,  over  which 
the  milk  can  run  easily,  without  becom- 
ing contamined  by  small  particles  of 
bark  or  otlier  rubbish,  as  the  market 
value  of  rubber  deiiends  on  its  clean- 
liness. 

A  clay  gutter  is  next  made  round  the 
tree  about  six  inches  above  the  ground, 
so  arranged  as  to  catch  the  milk  which 
will  trickle  down  the  tree  and  empty  it 
by  two  or  more  sjwuts  into  as  many 
clean  cocoanttt  shells  placed  below. 
Three  .shells  are  sufficient  for  a  tree  of 
2  ft,  6  in.  girth,  but  larger  trees  may 
require  four  or  five.  The  gutter  is 
made  by  rolhng  rather  wet  clay  into  a 
sausage  form,  between  the  hands,  and 
then  pressing  it  on  to  the  bark,   and 


forming  the  channel  against  the  bark 
by  aid  of  a  wet  finger.  The  gutter 
must  not  be  allowed  to  dry  before  the 
tapping  is  begun,  otherwise  the  rubber 
will  be  contaminated  by  particles  of 
clay  ;  neither  must  tlie  gutter  be  .so  wet 
or  irregular  as  to  allow  the  rubl)er  to  be

Its   greatest  strength   lies 
in  the  influence  which  it  may  be  able  to 
exert  over  the  great  mass  of  the  people, 
who  are   led   by    their  emotions  rather 
than    by   facts  and    arguments.

Cuba  is  now  going  through 
the  same  terrible  exfoeriences  from  which 
all    these  Spanish   American  countries 
have  suiTered,    Twenty  years  ago  there 
was   war,    and  with  it  a  record  of  ten 
years   of   cruelty,   rapine  and  bad  faith. 
The   Cubans    are    determined    to   free 
theni-selves   from    the  crushing  tyranny 
of   corrupt   ofiicials   and    an    alien   sol- 
diery.   If  they  fail  now,  ten  years  hence 
they  will  try  again.  Thousands  of  these 
revolutionists   have   been    driven  to  the 
United    States    for    an    asylum    against 
Spanish    tyranny,    and  with  them  have 
gone  the  story  of  their  wrongs.     \\'hen 
a  revolution  breaks  out,  they  are  eager

AsiDR  from  the  mutual  insult.s  and 
noisv  declamations  of  the  war  parties  on 
both  sides,  there  are  cansas  in  the  pre- 
.sent  dispute  between  the  United  States 
and  Spain  which  deserve  thoughtful 
consideration-  We  should  be  glad  to 
see  an  honorable  settlement  of  the  con- 
troversy without  an  appeal  to  arms,  for 
war  can  not  fail  to  bring  incalculable 
loss  and  misery  to  both  nations.  But  if 
war  can  not  be  averted,  then  let  the 
blame  for  it  rest  where  it  rightfully 
b.-Iongs.  There  seems  to  bea  very  g.'neral 
belief  that  the  United  States  is  wholly 
at  fault  in  the  dispute.  It  is  assumed 
by  some  that  war  is  sotight  to  justify  the 
forcible  actjuisition  of  the  island  of 
Cuba,  and  by  others  that  the  dispute  is 
due  to  American  meddlesomeness  and 
aggressiveness.  The  "  Monroe  doctrine  " 
is  also  dragged  in  and  is  made  to  figure 
as  a  reason  for  driving  the  Spaniard  out 
of    America  altogether.     All   these   are 


and,  above  all,  the  consciousness  that  the 
United  States  is  called  upon  every  few 
years  to  spend  millions  to  do  police  duty 
to  protect  a  corrupt  and  despotic  govern- 
ment in  Cuba.  All  this  rankles  and 
irritates,  and  it  is  not  at  all  matter  for 
surprise  that  Americans  should  suddenly 
resolve  to  put  an  end  to  it.  There  are 
hut  few  who  advocate  annexation;  the 
sole  object  of  the  many  is  to  end  a  situa- 
tion wliich  has  become  intolerable.  In 
view  of  what  the  great  nations  of  Eu- 
rope have  done  iti  Africa  and  Asia,  and 
are  now  plotting  to  do  in  China,  it  ill 
becomes  them  to  say  that  the  United 
States  is  doing  wrong.  There  is -no 
«  balance  of  power  »  on  this  side  of  the 
Atlantic  to  be  consulted  before  determ- 
ining whether  a  nation  is  to  protect  the 
oppressed,  or  aid  the  oppressor.  Fortu- 
nately we  can  gi\e  practical  effect  to 
our  sympathies  and  follow  the  dictates 
of  our  consciences  without  first  consult- 
ing the  political  schemes  of  dynasties 
and  ambitions  rulers.  Before  condemn- 
ing Americans  for  interfering  in  Cuba, 
to  stop  the  savage  warfare  raging  there, 
the  civilized  world  would  do  well  to 
inquire  if  no  blame  attaches  to  Spain  for 
all  the  wrongs  and  sufferings  imposed 
upon  that  unfortunate  island  throughout 
its  whole  historv.

lieved tliat  ill  the  end  this  plan  will  result  in 
increased  sales  as  far,  at  least,  as  value  is  con- 
cerned, and  a  greater  production  of  rnbber, 
silk,  cotton,  and  cereals,  together  with  iu- 
creiseilaclivitv  in  the  vine\'iii-d.  cattle  raising, 
dairy  and  fisliiiig  industries.  —  American 
Exi-haiige. 

There  have  been  occasional  siigges- 
tious  liere  of  a  state  monopoly  iu  the 
sale  of  cofTee,  and  perhaps  some  other 
articles.  There  has  also  i3een  a  scheme 
mentioned  in  regard  to  state  control  of 
the  exchange  market.  But  they  all 
came  from  irresponsible  persons,  were 
vap'ue  in  details,  and  received  no  ser- 
ious consideration  anywhere.  There 
is  no  <(  agitation  )>  here  in  regard  to  such 
monopolies,  nor  do  we  believe  that  any 
considerable  number  of  people  would 
look  upon  them  favorably.  Official 
manaj^ement  has  for  some  time  been  a 
decided  failure  in  Brazil,  and  the  ten- 
dency now  is,  if  our  observations  are 
correct,  decidedly  against  it.  Then, 
too,  an  effort  to  create  such  monopolies 
would  produce  serion.'^  complications 
belweea  the  national  and  state  goveru- 
nients.  as  the  export  duties  on  such 
products  belong  to  tlie  states,  and  in 
many  instances  constitute  their  prin- 
cipal source  of  revenue.  The  export 
duty  on  cofEeee  is  1 1  per  cent-,  and  the 
states  of  Sao  Paulo,  Rio  de  Janeiro, 
Minas  Geraes  and  Espirito  Santo  derive 
almost  their  whole  revenue  from  it. 
And  in  Para,  which  lives  upon  the 
revenue  from  rubber,  the  export  tax  is 
21  per  cent.  No  monopoly  would  yield 
them  any  better  result  than  this.

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Business  Notes 


— The  Banco  Evoliitioiiistfi  lias  oiieiied  a 
brmicliiii  Sao  I'aulo.  In  all  probability  this 
step  will  exercise  a  great  influence  on  the 
future  of  that  state. 

— It  isaffiriited  that  a  dffalcalion  of  rg.Soo? 
liEiH  been  discovered  in  the  treasury  of  the 
"Caixa  de  Pensoes  dos  Operarios  da  Impreiisa 
Kacioiial  e  Diario  Nacioiial'',  as  the  iinitual 
benefit  association  of  the  national  printing  of- 
fice is  called. 

—According  to  llie  Gaziia  tff  Xo/irln.f  it 
was  decided  at  the  bankers'  ineetiti^ii  on  the 
.=>th  to  restrict  banking  facilities  to  legiiiniate 
business.  In  this  ivav  it  is  hoped  to  improve 
tlie  situation.  Well,  let  us  have  it  tried?  In 
the  end,  perhaps  someone  will  recogni7.e  the 
natural  and  logical  cnnses  of  the  present 
situation,  and  then  we  may  hope  for  better 
measures. 

—Through  an  oversight  in  proof-reading  the 
balance  sheet  of  the  I_ondon  and  River  Plate 
Bank  published  in  our  last  issue  conUiiiied  the 
error  of  describing  Jlr.  A,  H.  Thomson  as 
"acting  accountiint,>.  when  it  should  be  ac- 
countant. The  type  was  used  from  an  old 
form,  and  the  proof-reader  evidently  confined 
his  attention  solely  to  tlie  li^'urcs',  thinking 
that  the  signatures  were  all  right. 

— When  a  firm  is  discovered  to  be  spending 
more  than  it  is  receiving,  its  credit  naturally 
suffers.  And  so  it  is  with  the  nation  which  is 
spending  more  than  its  income.  If  coutiimed. 
such  a  course  will  lead  to  bankruptcy.  Add 
to  this  the  circumstance  that  the  ba'hince  of 
payments  in  its  foreign  relations  is  largely 
against  that  country,  and  we  have  ample 
reason  for  a  continned  fall  in  exchange.  And 
unless  something  can  be  done  to  improve  the 
value  of  the  currency,  or  to  reverse  the  said 
balance  of  payments^  the  fall  iu  e.\chan"e  is 
likely  to  contiLuie. 

—The  report  of  the  directors  of  the  Rio  de 
Janeiro  City  Improvements  for  the  year  ended 
December  31  last  states  that  at  the  end  of  the 
year  there  'vere  40,041  houses  returned  for 
revenue,  and  390  additional  houses  came  into 
revenue  on  January  i,  1S9S,  making  a  total  of 
40.431  houses;  of  these  1,119  "''^'''^  drained 
during  the  year  1897,  The  total  amount  of 
drainage  rents  and  receipts  for  work  done  for 
the  year  amounted  to  3,27$, 243$  being  1^4, 7i[- 
?ooo  in  ex-cess  of  that  of  the  previous  veiir, 
showing  that  the  business  in  Rio  is  steadily 
increasing.  The  Rio  managers  repi.rt  that 
■'the  genera!  system  was  worked  during  1897 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  government  and  the 
board  of  health,"  although  the  financial  pos- 
ition of  the  company,  due  to  the  lowness  of 
exchange,  prevented  Uiem  from  doing  more 
than  was  absolutely  necessary  to  maintain  the 
works  in  going  order.  The  directors  are  pleas- 
ed to  be  able  to  report  that  the  executive 
was  authorised  by  Law  Xo.  490  of  December 
16,  1897,  which  passed  through  Ijoth  chambers 
without  a  dissentient  vote,  to  revise  the  -on- 
Iracts  of  this  company,  fixings  fair  rate  of  ex- 
change at  which  the  revenue  is  to  be  piid,  and 
since  then  the  Rio  managers  have  been  in 
daily  negotiation  with  the  ministry  of  public 
Morks,  and  it  is  expected  that  a 'satisfactory 
solution  of  this  vital  matter  will  shortly  be  ar- 
rived at.  The  company  receives  the  revenue 
from  the  government  in  due  cours?,  and  the 
friendly  relations  between  the  government 
and  the  company  continue  to  be  maintained. 
The  average  rate  of  exchange  during  the  year 
was  7  5/3d.,  as  against  S  rj/iSd.  for  the  pre- 
vious year.  The  balance-sheet  has  been  pre- 
pared on  the  same  principle  as  that  of  the  year 
before,  the  expenditure  on  capital  account 
having  been  taken  at  the  average  rates  current 
daring  the  year,  the  outstanding  debt  from 
government  and  the  cash  in  hand  in  Rio  at 
7  j/i6d.,  the  rate  ruling  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
and  all  other  floating  assets  and  liabilities,  as 
last  year,  at_l2d.  After  providing  for  all  cur- 
rent expenditure,  the  debenture  interest,  and 
the  appropriation  to  the  sinking  fund,  which, 
as  in  the  preceding  year,  has  been  increased 
to  £  2,000,  the  revenue  account  shows  a  deliit 
balance  of  £  1,254.  After  charging  the  prin- 
cipal of  the  debentures  failing  to  be  redeemed 
during  the  year,  amounting  to  /  13,600,  there 
is  a  balance  of/  14,854,  which,  after  deducting 
£  8,«12  brought  forward  from  Ia,st  year,  leaves 
a  net  deficiency  oi  £  6,041,  which  has  been 
met  by  an  appropriation  from  the  reserve 
account. 


— The  Gazeta  tie  Notidas  sai's  that  at  a 
meeting  of  bankers  last  Tuesday  it  was  decid- 
ed that  the  present  rate  of  exchange  does  not 
express  the  situation  of  the  country.  Docs 
any  rate  express  it,  and,  if  so,  what  is  lluil 
rate  ? 

—  In  our  last  issue  we  siiggeste<l  that  Sr.  l.ni/ 
Tarqiiiuio  sluuihl  be  invited  to  take  cliai'ge 
of  the  portfolio  of  finance.  He  is  not 
a  politician,  but  he  is  ii  well-informed  and 
siH'ces.-;ful  Inisiiie.ss  man.  He  would  seek  to 
infuse  ImsMu^ss  methods  into  the  national 
treasury,  and  to  correct  some  of  the  mis- 
chievous theories  which  [ire  prevalent  in  that 
department.  The  President  could  not  do 
better  than  to  make  such  ;iu  appointment. 

—  If  his  adniiiiistratioii  of  the  state  of  Sao 
Taulo  last  year  is  an  indication  of  what  Dr. 
Campos Sailes  will  (loas  IViVsidentof  the  whole 
nation,  it  is  to  be  feare[l  that  Brazil  has  still 
some  rough  and  unpleasiuit  obstacles  before 
her.

The  princifial  source  of  revenue  wa.s  the  duty 
on  exports,  which  produced  33,624,9651054  in 
1897,  against  30,o64,6ioSS32  in  1896.  The 
receipts  from  the  tax  on  the  transfer  of  property 
were  considerably  less  in  1897  than  in  1896,  as 
is  shown  by  the  following  comparison  :

The  fund^  debt 
was  reduced  by  the  redemption  of  currency 
bonds  amounting  to  165.000^;  and  gold  bond's 
amounting  to£  16.IDO.  The  total  lloatingand 
funded  debt  amounted  to  i9,889,734i;o66  on 
Dec.  31,  1897,  against  14,587,3595220  on  Dee. 
31,  i8g6.  In  the  funded  debt  is  iiioluded  the 
sum  of  9,995,45f^j!784  whose  principal  and 
interest  are  payable  in  gold.
